broadband digital telecommunications) and school safety and security infrastructure.
To provide funds to build and furnish a new school building or buildings; to build and furnish addition(s) to school buildings in the District; to 

remodel, reconstruct, repair, expand, and improve the school buildings in the District; to purchase and improve grounds; for demolition work; to 
furnish and equip District facilities.
To provide funds for the purchase, lease or lease-purchase of buildings, equipment (including transportation and recreation equipment), or 

technology and to repair transportation equipment for transporting students as authorized by law, to implement energy conservation measures, 
sharing or rental of facilities including a joint infrastructure project for the purpose of offering classes under a district-to-community college as 
authorized in Iowa Code Section 423F.3(3)(c), procuring or acquisition of libraries, or opening roads to schoolhouses or buildings.
